SSnovie.- According to people who 
attended the meeting, Stone made 
10 concessions to the group's ob- 
jctions, but he did agree to let 
^^hem see the movie on Dec. 16, four 
g gj iays before it is scheduled to open 
^nationwide. 

No member of the group has 
jeen the complete film; their objec- 
,ions are based on reading the 
jilm’s final shooting script. Stone 
Reportedly said that some scenes 
g*jhat the group found objectionable 
*-Hn the script have been left out of 
telhe movie. 

“This is a major film with gay 
^-villains. There's no balance in this 
a^lnovie whatsoever," said Richard 
Jennings, executive director of the 
^Gay Alliance’s Los Angeles office.

^-the story of former New Orleans 
"^prosecutor Jim Garrison and his 
i^book, “On the Trail of the Assas- 
sins." The film tells of Garrison's 
^efforts in the late 1960s to build a 
SSmurder case against businessman 
l^play Shaw (played in the movie by 
factor Tommy Lee Jones), whom 
iJJjarrison (played by Costner) be- 
lieved was at the center of a 
.^conspiracy to kill the President. 
^Shaw and one of his alleged con- 
federates, David Ferrie, were gay. 

Jennings, who attended the 
^Wednesday meeting with Stone, 
J^said that the director assured him 
*^-that one scene that the group found 
■^especially objectionable had not 
SSrnade the film’s final cut. In it, 
^conspiracy forces attempted to dis- 
*;^credit Garrison by supposedly hav- 
ing him solicit someone in a men's 
££.room. 

^ “In our view, it was sort of a 
*«2sleazy scene reinforcing the terri- 
i£?blc tone in which other gay char- 
k^acters were shown," said Jennings. 

The gay group's concerns are 
fSalso based on Stone's -association 
ISwith another upcoming movie, one 
J^based on the life of murdered gay 
«*^an Francisco Supervisor Harvey 
SSMilk. “The Mayor of Castro Street"
